When we, the class of 1955, started our high school days tn September, 
1951, we knew the time would inevitably come when we would record the 
final pages of our high school career.

Our class contributed William Thompson, John Socinski, Edward 
Hults, Walter Gill, Thomas Listzwan, Ronald Werchenskt, Lester Johnson, 
Richard Smvrski and Edward Fabian. 

To lend moral support to the athletes, on the cheer leading squad were 
two classmates, Marcy Johnson and Jackie Tade, who were named to the 
Junior Varsity group. 

With the final grid game over, interest soon turned to basketball. Again 
the class of 1955 was well represented on the squad. Eleven boys began 
practice and took part in most of the Junior Varsity contests during the season. 
They were— Dick Smyrski, Edward Fabian, Lester Johnson, Frank Salengo, 
ohn Socinski, Frank Smolinski, Richard Tretowicz, Ronald Werchenski, 
J Leonard Socinski and Edward Hults. 
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The school band made its debut at a spring concert, and it was gratifying 
to note the great progress made in the few short months of work. 

Finally, came baseball and the freshman boys who participated in this 
sport were Ronald Werchenski, Tommy Harrison, Lester Johnson, Edward 
Fabian and Dick Smvrski. 

The annual Fashion Show, presented by the Home Economics department, 
was held during the commencement week program. Freshman girls partici- 
pating were Faye Nelson, Margaret Turner, Celia Simentkoski, Marcy Johnson, 
Betty Van Guilder, Janet Carlson, foan Williams, Jackie Tade, Frances Hyjek, 
Shirley McGinley. Rosemarie Harte, Mary Kapusta, Lorraine Heleba, Dorothy 
Stomper and Doreen Ross. 

June came soon and the depraved, scorned freshmen closed the text books 
and made great plans for September when we would be upperclassmen. 



1952-1953

High School football team climaxed the Marble Valley League campaign in a 
three-way tie for second place. Sharing the runner-up spot with the Golden 
Horde was Woodstock and Fair Haven, while Poultney High School copped 
the title for the third consecutive season. 

For three weeks before the opening whistle, the Horde drilled hard and 
scrimmaged under the watchful eye of Coach Frank Hinchey. 

In addition to the five game MVL slate, the Golden Horde played the 
traditional opener against the Alumni eleven. 

In the opening game twelve seniors started their last season for West 
Rutland.

The game was nip and tuck from the opening period, and with Dick

For the first time in 25 years, a West Rutland High School basketball 
team failed to gain a berth in the Southern Vermont tournament during the 
1954-55 campaign. The Hordesmen . who have won the state championship 
seven out of the last ten years, failed to come up with an impressive record in 
order to gain an invitation to the post-season playoffs. 

Coach Frank Hinchey, who finished his 35th year at Westside, had to 
start from scratch this year with only one holdover from the previous squad. 
Following three weeks of practice sessions, Coach Hinchey came up with a 
starting combination five which wore the spangles of the Horde varsity. Dick 
Smyrski and Lester Johnson played in the forecourt while Johnny Socinski 
manned the pivot spot. Eddie Fabian worked at a backcourt position, while 
Skip Pietryka was the only junior on the regular quintet. 

The Horde won only two out of the six games on the pre-Southern Vermont 
League card. 

West Rutland dropped two to Proctor, 41-30 and 54-45. They then 
split with Pittsford winning, 77-56, while dropping the other at Barstow,

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The West Rutlanders travelled downstate where they were beaten, 56-39, 
by Chester and wound up the pre- loop schedule by setting a new scoring mark 
as they blasted Randolph High School, 106-27. 

The Gremlins then pried the Lid oft the Southern Vermont League cam- 
paign, piaving Rutland High School at Rutland. 1 he Raiders came from behind 
to nip the Horde, 60-43, on a spirited last half drive, Dick Smyrski led the 
Hincheymen offensively with 14 points, while Skip Pietryka took second honors 
with nine tallies 

West Rutland then opened at home with the Bennington High School 
Catamounts. The Westsiders, following a rugged nip and tuck first half 
which ended in a 25-atl tie, came back strong in the last half to clip Ben-Hi, 
65-53. Both Dick Smyrski and Eddie Fabian tallied 14 counters, while Ron 
Werchenski and Skip Pietrvka had ten apiece. 

In the next home game, the Horde nipped Bellows Falls, 57-56. Trailing, 
49-36, in the third period, the Hincheymen, led by Ed Fabian, who scored 
17 points in the last half and Dick Smyrski's foul shot after official time had 
elapsed, managed to slip out of the tight spot with another close victory. 

West Rutland then suffered defeat at the hands of powerful Brattleboro, 
85-54. Once more Eddie Fabian and Dick Smyrski led the Westside attack 
with 17 and 14 points respectively. 

In the next clash, the Hincheymen met the league leaders, the Springfield 
High School Cosmos. However, the game did not prove to be a pushover for 
the Cosmos, as they had to play ball throughout all 32 minutes in order to 
stave oft a tremendous third period rally by West Rutland, before pulling out a 
64-57 victory. 

Eddie Fabian piled up 23 points while Dick Smyrski and Lester Johnson 
each accounted for 1 I points to lead the losers in the scoring. 

West Rutland snapped its losing streak by clipping the Yellow Jackets 
of Windsor High School, 68-58, West Rutland jumped into a first quarter 
lead to maintain it through the whole game without any serious threat from 
the cross-staters. Dick Smyrski, Johnny Socinski and Eddie Fabian paced the 
Westsiders with 21, 20, and 16 points. 

The Westsiders then turned into the homestretch as thev met Mount 
Saint Joseph Academy of Rutland and lost a tough one, 65-56. Ed Fabian 
once more led in the scoring honors with 21 points while Dick Smyrski came 
in second with 16. 

The Green and Gold closed up the home schedule by losing to Rutland, 
59-50, as Ed Fabian again sparked the home club.
